Arizona Nursery Plans 

J. M. Bell, for 20 years a resident of 
Globe Ariz., has announced plans for open- 
ing a Nursery in or near Mesa. Every kind 
of tree and vine that is in demand in the Salt 
River Valley will be carried in stock at the 
Bell Nursery, he states. He is convinced 
that there is a good opening and expects to 
do a large business, especially in citrus 
stock. 

Arrangements have been made by Bell 
to obtain his young citrus trees in the val- 
ley, and as soon as possible he will bud a 
few thousand on his own account. Trees 
other than citrus, including deciduous 
fruits, rose bushes, and so on, will be pro- 
cured from the Texas Commercial Nurseries 
at Sherman, Texas. Soil and climate con- 
ditions at Sherman are almost identical with 
what they are on the Southside of the Salt 
River Valley, according to Bell. The sum- 
mers are equally hot and the winters some- 
what more severe, so that plants transplant- 
ed to this valley thrive in their new en- 
vironment. 

Before moving to Arizona from Texas, 20 
years ago, Bell traveled about the Lone 
Star State and sold Nursery stock. When 
he established a home in Globe, he was 
unable to buy in Arizona the trees he want- 
ed to plant in his back yard. He sent to 
Texas for them, and that established a con- 
nection that has lasted since. Thousands 
of trees have been sold by Bell in Gila 
Graham and Cochise Counties, Arizona. 


Modern Merchandising Trend 

ANY independent small-town mer- 
M chants, through their local cham- 

bers of commerce, says Sales 
Management, have appealed to Mont- 
gomery Ward & Company to establish 
chain stores in their towns; and manu- 
facturers of nationally advertised goods 
are selling millions of dollars’ worth of 
their products to this giant organization. 


My imagination is unequal to suggest- 
ing anything more astounding or revolu- 
tionary than the facts covered by this 
brief statement. This is the equivalent 
of saying that the waters of merchandise 
distribution and now quite easily flowing 
up hill and that economic miracles are 
taking place about the village square in 
all sections of the country. Here is 
something to think about! 

Trade traditions, so long and faithfully 
followed as to seem almost sacred, appear 
to be as little immune to the assault of 
modernism as are morals, manners and 
modes of dress. The established order 
of distribution represented by the manu- 
facturer, the jobber and the retailer was 
popularly considered predestined to pre- 
vail indefinitely as the accepted and 
Heaven-ordained distribution chain by 
which the needs of man should be satis- 
fied in a commercial world. 

A leading independent merchant in 
Kankakee declares: “I’d cheerfully pay 
the rent on their store here rather than 
have Montgomery Ward & Co. remove 
their store from our town.” 

The new store greatly enlarged the 
trade territory of the town, and drew 
customers from a zone which had pre- 
viously delivered its trade to other towns. 


Protest Against a Practice 

Says the Western Florist: A number 
of complaints have been heard lately re- 
garding the practice of some of the county 
park Nurseries selling their surplus Nur- 
sery stock to the public. 

And at greatly reduced prices. 

This practice, at variance with tra- 
ditional American methods of handling 
such situations, works a great hardship 
upon established Nurserymen .in the 
neighborhood, faced with such ruinous 
competition. 

It is a form of competition that the 
Nurseryman, who must pay taxes, assess- 
ments, current expenses and overhead, 
and at the same time show a profit, 
simply cannot meet. 

A wiser method, and one more in ac- 
cordance with the best business practices, 
for disposing of such surplus stock as 
the county parks have on hand, would 
be to sell it to the Nurseries at a price 
which would allow them to make a small 
profit in rehandling it. 

As it is now, when this surplus is 
offered to the public, the Nurserymen 
suffer considerably from this loss of 
trade.

A Washington Development 

On the Douglas County side of the Col- 
umbia River, eight miles north of Wenat- 
chee, Wash., is the 280-acre property of the 
Columbia & Okanogan Nursery, bisected by 
the Sunset Highway. A great amount of 
fruit and ornamental Nursery stock, in wide 
variety, is there grown. Besides trade in 
the state and surrounding points, the com- 
pany’s sales extend to eastern points in 
earlots and to foreign countries. 

The company operates an irrigating sys- 
tem, pumping water from the Columbia 
River. All water is carried in underground 
pipes and each nursery row has its indi- 
vidual tap. Early in the fall irrigation 
ceases, and the trees are left to become dor- 
mant before being dug. It is impossible to 
do this in many other Nursery sections, as 
the fall rains interfere with proper maturing 
of stock. Arrangements have been made 
by the C. & O. with leading Nurseries of the 
country to grow and distribute this com- 
pany’s specialty, the Richared Delicious 
apple trees. 

Less than three years ago the site of the 
Nursery was in raw sagebrush. Since that 
time it has been leveled, plowed and set to 
Nursery stock. The company is developing 
a large commercial orchard at the same lo- 
cation, showing that it has faith in fruit 
growing as well as in its stock. 

The packing house of the company is lo- 
cated at Second and Columbia streets. It 
occupies both the first floor and the base- 
ment of the brick building 50 by 180 feet. 
The offices of the company are in the 
Plough Building, where A. T. Gossman, the 
manager, is to be found. He came to the 
Wenatchee valley in 1906 and was one of 
the original founders of the company. 

J. A. (Bert) Snyder is secretary of the 


company.

New York Development Association, 
whose offices are in Watertown, N. Y., has 
established at St. Regis Falls a Nursery 
for growing berry-bearing trees and shrubs 
for free distribution to sportsmen’s clubs 
and others for planting on reforested areas 
in the state, to provide food for game birds, 
—particularly ruffed grouse. 

The seeds were purchased by the Asso- 
ciation and were planted by employees of 
the St. Regis Paper Company, which will 
care for the Nursery. There have been 
planted mountain ash, hawthorn, sumac, 
wild grape, blueberry, nannyberry, hazel- 
nut, beech, oak, and maple. Within the 
next two or three years the association will 
have nearly two hundred thousand seed- 
lings and transplants available for free dis- 
tribution. 

This is the first Nursery of its kind and 
carries out in part the ideas of the manag- 
ing director of the association, George A. 
Lawyer, formerly chief U. S. game warden.

OF PRIME IMPORTANCE 


Now that plans are in preparation for 
directing the attention of the public, on a 
large scale, to the value of Nursery stock, 
with promises that pleasure and profit are 
practically sure to result from the planting 
thereof, every Nurseryman in the country 
should see that all Nursery stock in com- 
merce is in conformity to high standards. 

Every piece of trade literature issued 
after the National Publicity Campaign be- 
comes effective—after the public is directly 
appealed to for consideration of the pur- 
chase of Nursery stock, as the result of the 
American Association’s Market Development 
Campaign—will cause prospective  pur- 
chasers rightly to infer that, back of this 
unusual activity under the auspices of the 
national organization of Nurserymen, there 
is an assumed guaranty of value received in 
every transaction brought about through 
this activity. 

On the one hand not only should every 
statement, in printed matter or otherwise, 
put out from campaign headquarters, but 
every statement disseminated by concerns 
and individuals in the trade, supplementary 
to the general publicity, be weighed with 
this fact in mind. 

On the other hand, every sale of Nursery 
stock, wholesale or retail, throughout the 
country should be characterized by the 
principles of ethical business practice to 
which the national association and affiliated 
associations throughout the trade have 
committed themselves. 


The Big Thing in this whole movement is 
the Confidence of the Public. 

Without it in high measure the money, 
time and effort expended and to be expended 
will be discounted, and in degree remain- 
ing to be seen. 

Few businesses, if any, can stay house- 
cleaned; and if there is need of house- 
cleaning in the Nursery business of the 
country right now, it should be attended to 
at once lest the Publicity Campaign for 
Market Development start too soon. A few 
black marks at the outset will cause set- 
backs the effects of which will be hard to 
overcome. 

It would seem that the vigilance com- 
mittee machinery of the American and 
affiliated associations might well be brought 
out into the open, thoroughly brushed up 
and placed, along with the other cards, On 
the Table. 

It is submitted that the kind of house- 
cleaning to be kept in mind is that which 
supervises—in the interest of the entire 
trade—not only transactions on the part of 
organized Nurserymen but also transactions 
on the part of unattached Nurserymen, 
which would thus include every Nurseryman 
in the country. Since existing laws need to 
be invoked often in addition to action affect- 
ing membership in an association, the 
means is at hand for dealing with all cases, 
regardless of membership status. 

The press of the country, upon which 
much dependence is to be placed in the cam- 
paign of education, will be particularly in- 
terested in this subject of the Confidence 
of the Public.

As To Folders in Colors 


Editor American Nurseryman: 

Referring to an article on page 226 of 
the American Nurseryman, the November 
15th edition, under the heading “Advertising 
Folder in Colors,” the William Byrd Press, 
Inc., endeavored this past summer to get to- 
gether some information as to the best va- 
rieties of stock to reproduce in colors that 
Nurserymen in the South would wish to use 
in a folder of coniferous evergreens and 
broad-leaf evergreens for the South. 

The writer being a practical Nurseryman, 
and, of course, familiar with nursery stock 
that is grown in the North, South, East and 
West and who at the present time is 
handling the horticultural printing depart- 
ment of the William Byrd Press, Inc., wrote 
to Henry Chase under date of August 4, 
setting forth the plan he had in mind to 
make up eight new color plates for use in 
folder and catalogue work for the southern 
Nurserymen. Mr. Chase gave the writer a 


list of officers of the two associations in the 


South and asked him to write to them set- 
ting forth our plans in an effort to select the 
best varieties to make in colors. We have 
several replies to. these letters and as the 
writer anticipated attending the joint meet- 
ing of the two associations at Memphis, the 
matter was to be taken up during the 
meeting. I am sorry to say it was not 
presented. 

Since that time, we have given the matter 
the consideration it deserves and are at the 
present time making plans to make eight 


color plates to consist of four coniferous 
evergreens and four broad-leaf evergreens, 
subjects that will be suitable for illustrat- 
ing in the South and Southwest. We are 
going ahead on our own initiative on this 
work and should any of the Nurserymen in 
the South be willing to give us suggestions 
and furnish photegraphs we will be pleased 
to hear from them. We have some photo- 
graphs on hand of certain subjects we are 
going to make and are working hard at the 
present time to secure suitable photographs 
of the other subjects we have in mind from 
which we are going to make color plates. 
The William Byrd Press, Inc., is an old 
organization and for the last ten years has 
been specializing in horticultural printing.

Tree-Baller Apparatus 


An inquirer writes: “I understand there 
is a firm that puts out what is known as a 
tree baller. This consists of a piece of can- 
vas with, I believe, iron rings sewed around 
the edge. This is placed around the ball 
when the tree is dug and laced very tightly 
by a kind of shoe string system of ropes. 
I believe they come in different sizes. Would 
very much appreciate information on the 
subject.” 

Through Director C. E. Cary, of the Edu- 
cational Division and Information Bureau 
of the American Association of Nursery- 
men, we learn that C. N. Ruedlinger, Rued- 
linger Nursery, Minneapolis, Minn., has em- 
ployed such an apparatus. Mr. Ruedlingtr 
went to Minnesota from the eastern part of 
the country where he was employed in park 
and forestry work. He was formerly city 
forester of Minneapolis; he is now in the 
Nursery and landscape gardening business. 
Mr. Ruedlinger says, in regard to the tree 
baller: 

“In regard to your inquiry about ‘Tree 
Baller’, I doubt if they can be bought ready- 
made. : 

“I have been using them for some years. 
Bought the canvas and took same and rings 
to a harness maker and had it seamed and 
the rings sewed on. 

“However, I am not using them any more 
as it is too expensive. I think Holm & 
Olson are still using this method. I gen- 
erally use only burlap or light canvas with 
a net around to hold the dirt. The net is 
made of one-half inch rope, about four-inch 
mesh, with timbles at the ends to pull ropes 
or string through. I always had an old 
sailor make them for me in the winter. Out 
of 12 that I had made about 12 or 15 years 
ago we still have about eight. We use them 
for large evergreens as well as deciduous 
trees. The ropes are all spliced.” 

The piece of canvas used by Mr. Rued- 
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linger is 30” x 36”, as is also the rope net. 
Length and width of canvas and net are 
according to size of ball, of course. Net 
length does not matter so much, as ends of 
ropes can be fastened on cross splices if 
ball is smaller than net. 

The value of the new Information Bureau 
is thus shown at the outset.

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Australian Rose Men’s Activity 


The stock which is most largely used in 
Australia for the budding of Standard Roses 
is Rosa canina, the Dog Rose. This grows 
freely on the hills around Adelaide, the 


capital of South Australia. Of late, how- 
ever, complaints have been made by promi- 
nent rosarians that the stock is not al 
together satisfactory. In fact it is less 
satisfactory than it was a few years ago. 
Experiments are being made with seedling 
stocks, and the hope is expressed that an 
improved stock for Standard Roses will soon 
be discovered. Australia possesses soil and 
climatic conditions particularly suitable for 
rose culture. Already many new varieties 
have been hybridised locally which have 
won appreciation throughout the world. All 
the new varieties from England, America, 
the Continent and elsewhere are tested. It 
is certain that Australia must, in years to 
come, play a larger part in rose develop- 
ment. 

Speaking at a recent rose conference, Mr. 
Alister Clarke, the noted rosarian and raiser 
of Sunny South, Black Boy and other Aus- 
tralian roses, urged the creation of an Aus- 
tralian National Rose Test Garden. He 
said that better roses were needed in the 
future; new diseases were appearing vari- 
ously named canker, die-back and winter- 
kill. Some people were inclined to con- 
demn roses which had no perfume, but he 
would not condemn them on that account, 
as many roses lacking perfume had glori- 
ous beauty to gladden the eye. Continuing, 
Mr. Clarke said that, without being critical, 
he could not help expressing disappointment 
at the last English Rose Annual, from which 
some of the best American and Continental 
roses were missing. On the other hand the 
American Rose Annual had articles from 
Germany, Spain, and Italy. He felt that 
Australia must work on similar lines and 
not be self-centered. He believed in the 
motto of the Dutch Rose Society, “Let 
Roses Unite Us,” and urged better unity 
among rose societies ali over the world.— 
Horticultural Advertiser (England).

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Highest Horticultural Honor In America 


Awarded to William Boyce Thompson, Yonkers, N. Y., for Advancing Horti- 
cultural Interest 


The George Robert White Gold medal, 
considered the highest horticultural honor 
in America, has been awarded at the meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts Horticultural So- 
ciety, in Boston, to Colonel William Boyce 
Thompson, Yonkers, N. Y., founder of the 
Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Re- 
search. The award has been made yearly 
since 1909 to the man or woman, commer- 
cial firm or institution in the United States 
or other countries that has done the most 
in recent years to advance the interest in 
horticulture in its broadest sense. The 
medal was designed by John Flanagan. 

The planting, founding and endowment of 
this unique research laboratory at Yonkers, 
dealing exclusively with the fundamentals 
of plant life, including elaborately equipped 
laboratories, 300 acres of experimental 
grounds and 329 acres for an experimental 
arboretum, all supported by an endowment 
of $8,500,000, was deemed to have consti- 
tuted in the brief four years since its founda- 
tion the outstanding recent contribution to 
the development of horticulture. 

The list of 19 recipients of this medal, 
headed by Dr. Professor Charles S. Sargent, 
late director of the Arnold Arboretum, at 
Jamaica Plain, Mass., includes such well- 
known names as the following: Sir Harry 
James Veitch, seedsman and Nurseryman, 
London, England, famous for the introduc- 
tion of ornamental plants; Dr. Walter Van 
Fleet, Washington, D. C., and M. Pernet- 
Ducher of France, both famous for the pro- 
duction of new roses; Professor U. P. 
Hedrick, Geneva, N. Y. Experiment Station, 
noted as a hybridist and writer on fruit

David C. Griffing 


David Cooms Griffing, founder of the 
Griffing Nurseries, died Nov. 14 at the home 
of his son, Walter C. Griffing, Beaumont, 
Tex., aged 86. The remains were shipped 
to Norwich, N. Y., for burial. Mr. Griffing 
was born March 9, 1842 in Norwich, N. Y. 
In 1885 his wife died and he moved with his 
five young sons to Jacksonville, Fla. There 
he started the original Griffing Nurseries, 
which he named after his five sons, calling 
it the Griffing Brothers Nurseries. The 
original plant is still in existence. Mr. 
Griffing retired from actual work in 1910 
and had since that time lived with his sons. 
He had made his home with his son, Walter 
C., for about a year and a half. 








Charles Vestal 

Charles Vestal, well known horticulturist, 
owner and active manager of the firm of 
Jos. W. Vestal & Son, Little Rock, Ark., 
died Nov. 1, aged 64. Mr. Vestal had suf- 
fered ill health during the past year, and a 
few weeks ago was stricken with a slight 
stroke of paralysis. He was, however, able 
to attend his duties each day, but was the 
victim of a severe heart attack on his -way 
to his greenhouses, from which he never 
recovered. 

Mr. Vestal was born in Cambridge City, 
Ind., in 1864. His father, Jos. W. Vestal, 
and his grandfather, Aaron Vestal, were 
well-known florists in Indiana. Jos. Vestal 
moved with his family to Little Rock in 1880, 
and established greenhouses there. He was 
assisted by his son, Charles, and at his 
death in 1917 the business was taken over 
by Charles Vestal. This business grew to 
a large magnitude, and Mr. Vestal was 
known as one of the largest rose growers of 
the South, owning possibly the largest green- 
houses, and became a leading florist, hav-

The Cortland Apple 

The Cortland apple, one of the new varie- 
ties originated at the Experiment Station, 
Geneva, N. Y., is now being grown by many 
fruit growers in the state who have set it 
out to supplement their McIntosh plantings. 
Reports from many sources show that Cort- 
land is being well received by the trade be- 
cause of its high quality and ability to keep 
well, and is popular with the fruit growers 
because it prolongs the season by one to 
two months for McIntosh-like apples. 

As in the case of all of the new varieties 
of fruit originated by the Station horticul- 
turists, planting stocks of the Cortland apple 
may be purchased at about cost of produc- 
tion from the New York State Fruit Testing 
Association with headquarters at Geneva. 
This organization undertakes to distribute 
the new fruit varieties developed at the sta- 
tion to interested persons for trial under 
varied soil and climatic conditions so long 
as the stocks last. 





New Varieties of Fruits 

New varieties. of apples, pears, plums, 
cherries, grapes, raspberries, and straw- 
berries created by the fruit breeders at the 
Experiment Station at Geneva can now be 
obtained by fruit growers from the New 
York Fruit Testing Association which has 
its headquarters in Geneva, N. Y., accord- 
ing to H. L. King, manager of the associa- 
tion. Many other varieties of hardy fruits 
which have originated elsewhere but which 
have been carefully tested in the station 
plantings are also available, says Mr. King. 

The Fruit Testing Association is des- 
cribed as a cooperative organization for the 
purpose of propagating and distributing at 
cost the new varieties of fruit developed at 
the Experiment Station, as well as other

varieties believed by the- Station fruit 
specialists to be worth a trial. The station 
funds and grounds are too limited for the 
extensive propagation of planting stocks, it 
is said, and the Fruit Testing Association 
undertakes this task, distributing the stocks 
thus produced at about cost. 

This fall stocks are available of fourteen 
apple varieties, five pears, six cherries, two 
nectarines, eight plums, one peach, two 
raspberries, four strawberries, and one 
large-fruited elderberry, all for spring de- 
livery. A descriptive catalogue and price 
list can be obtained free of charge from Mr. 
King. ; 

Of special interest among the apple va- 
rieties offered this year is the group of 
McIntosh-like varieties and the collection of 
Delicious type of varieties. The McIntosh 
group includes Early MclIntosh, Milton, 
Cortland, Macoun, and Sweet MclIntosh. 
The Delicious group includes Sweet De- 
licious, Medina, Orleans, and Newfane. 


California Nurseries—Nurseries in Cali- 
fornia to the number of 1855 are reported 
as having been registered for the 1928-1929 
season. Acreage is given as follows:  De- 
ciduous stock, 745; citrus, 361; ornamental, 
1971; bulbs, 739; miscellaneous, 942; total 
4758. Acreage compared with number of 
Nurseries reported shows an average of 
about 2% acres per Nursery. Los Angeles 
County has the largest number of Nurseries; 
Alameda, San Francisco, Santa Clara, Santa 
Cruz and San Diego Counties having more 
than one hundred each.
